Report  on  the  Health  of  Goole 

DURING  THE  YEAR  1915. 


POPULATION, 

An  official  return  received  from  the  Registrar  General 
gives  the  civil  population  of  the  town  at  the  middle  of  the  year 
as  19,358,  being  based  on  the  National  Register. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  for  the  year  was  207,  and 
approximately  356  men  have  joined  the  colours,  whilst  the  number 
of  reserve  soldiers  stationed  in  the  town  just  about  balances  the 
number  of  reserves  who  have  left. 

During  the  last  week  In  December  we  took  a census  of  empty

This  total  multiplied  by  4’5  (the  average  number  of  persons 
per  house  as  disclosed  at  the  last  census)  gives  a total  of  643. 
Many  families  have  left  the  district,  and  others  whose  husbands 
have  gone  away,  are  living  together ; whilst  the  shipping  population 
of  690  persons  is  almost  negligible. 

The  population  according  to  the  1911  census  was  20,334,  and 
the  estimated  population  for  the  year  1914  was  21,578.  The  subject 
is  of  importance  for  the  reason  that  the  death  and  birth  rates  are 
calculated  upon  the  estimated  population. 

The  Registrar  General’s  suggestion  is  that  the  calculation  o^ 
the  death  rate  be  taken  on  the  estimate  of  civil  population,  i.e.> 
19,358,  and  that  the  birth  rate  be  calculated  on  the  estimate  of 
population  to  the  middle  oi  1914,  i.e.,  21,578,  and  accordingly  this 
has  been  ^f'one.

The  carcases  of  17  beasts  were  examined;  14  were  passed,  and  3 
condemned  by  a magistrate  and  destroyed,  along  with  all  offals,  by 
bnrniiig’.  With  regard  to  the  14  carcases  passed,  all  the  offals  of  8 Ireasts 
were  destroyed.  The  offals  of  others  were  passed.  Two  pigs  were  also 
destroyed. 

Five  siamples  of  new  milk  were  purchased.  The  County  Analyst 
reported  that  all  the  samples  were' genuine.

A Cooling-House  has  been  erected  in  connection  therewith,  and  is  a 
great  improvement. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Owing  to  War  conditions  inspections  under  the  Regulations  of 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  have  been  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  Only  41  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year, 
and  the  necessary  repairs  executed. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  a happy  solution  of  the  difficulty 
arising  out  of  the  Victoria  Court  property,  which  has  been  under 
consideration  so  long.  On  the  17th  February,  1915,  the  owner  met 
a deputation  of  members  of  the  Council  on  the  spot,  and  generously 
promised  to  close  the  Court  entirely.  This  action  could  not  have 
taken  place  at  a more  suitable  time  as  just  then  there  were 
approximately  150  empty  houses  in  the  town,  mainly  working  class 
dwellings. 

Also  the  houses  off  the  Hook  Road  left  over  from  last  year, 
have  had  extensive  repairs  done,  two  of  the  cottages  having  been 
demolished  altogether,  five  water  closets  instituted  for  the  old  box 
closets,  a high  wall  demolished,  and  other  structural  alterations 
are  to  be  made,  which  when  completely  finished  will  make  a very 
satisfactory  improvement. 

A block  of  houses  in  Edinburgh  Street  has  had  their 
objectionable  and  insanitarv  privy  middens  converted  into  closets, 
as  well  as  a block  of  ten  in  Third  Avenue,  five  of  which  are  completed 
and  the  remaining  five  are  in  progress. 
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Naturally  building  operations  in  the  town  during  the  year  have 
been  very  small.  Only  in  the  North  Ward  has  there  been  a 
continuation  of  the  erection  of  working  class  dwellings.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

9 he  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  hospital  during  the  year 
was  204,  compared  with  87,  117,  90,  160  and  141  during  the  last 
live  years. 

The  reason  for  the  increased  number  was  due  to  an  outbreak 
of  scarlet  fever  in  the  rural  district.  The  epidemic  had  been  giving 
trouble  for  some  time,  and  as  the  hospital  was  almost  empty  at  this 
period  I agreed  to  the  request  of  the  acting  rural  medical  officer  to 
admit  as  many  cases  as  possible.  He  made  special  visits  of  enquiry 
to  the  district  affected,  and  discovered  many  patients  suffering  from 
the  disease  wdio  were  not  notified.  All  were  sent  to  hospital,  and  I 
am  informed  as  a result  that  the  epidemic  was  entirely  subdued. 

17  patients  remained  in  hospital  on  the  31st  December,  1914, 
making  a total  of  221  under  treatment  during  the  year. 

Of  the  204  admissions  147  belonged  to  the  Urban  District. 

57  belonged  to  the  Rural  District. 

Classifying  the  admissions  according  to  their  diseases —

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  11,  giving  a general  death-rate 
of  under  5 per  cent.,  compared  with  10  per  cent,  during  the  preceding 
year.  The  principal  reason  for  the  low  death-rate  w'as  the  larger 
number  of  scarlet  fever  patients,  amongst  whom  no  death  occurred. 
The  death  rate  from  diphtheria  alone  was  7 per  cent.  The  average 
number  of  days  in  hospital  was  22’4.  On  the  31st  December,  1915, 
there  were  11  patients  remaining  in  hospital. 
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The  hospital  has  sustained  a loss  in  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Rosalyn  Wright,  who  has  been  matron  for  so  many  years.  In 
•common  with  the  other  doctors  I held  Miss  Wright  in  the  highest 
esteem,  not  only  for  her  superior  abilities  as  a skilled  nurse,  but 
also  for  her  sterling  eharacter  and  unfailing  kindness  to  the  children. 
She  was  a very  capable  administrator.  At  the  same  time  we  have 
been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  securing  as  her  successor  Miss 
Brookes,  who  comes  with  high  recommendations,  and  indeed  has 
already  earned  these  econiums.

The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  270,  giving  a death-rate  of  13’9  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
civil  population  of  19,358.

“ These  and  other  similar  figures  show  that  the  evil  conditions  of 
environment  which  kill  infants  and  damage  survivors  also  kii!  and 
damage  children  in  the  following  years  of  life.  Worldly  wisdom  as 
well  as  humanitarian  considerations  call  for  increased  activity  in 
the  measures  of  preventive  medicine,  and  in  the  appiication  of 
preventive  medicine  to  the  problems  of  public  health  administration, 
including  personal  hygiene.” 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I am  able  to  record  that  after 
much  discussion  a maternity  and  child  welfare  centre  has  at  last 
been  established,  and  we  look  forward  with  hopefulness  to  its  being 
an  important  factor  m the  saving  of  child  life.  We  have  been  fortunate 
in  securing  a very  enthusiastic  ladies’  committee,  but  the  weak  point 
in  the  scheme  is  that  we  are  entirely  dependent  upon  the  mothers 
voluntarily  bringing  their  babies  to  the  centre  for  advice,  whereas 
had  we  a full-time  health  visitor  she  would  have  been  able  to  visit 
them  in  their  homes  and  use  persuasion.  This  is  so  self  evident  for 
the  success  of  the  scheme  that  I feel  it  soon  will  come,  and  in  the 
meantime  we  intend  to  make  the  part  scheme  as  great  a success  as 
possible.  It  may  be  that  whilst  our  heroes  are  out  at  the  front 
lighting  for  us  it  will  be  some  satisfaction  to  them  to  know  that  the 
health  of  the  helpless  ones  at  home  are  being  cared  for  not  only  by 
their  mothers  but  also  by  the  State.  The  scheme  forms  a very 
important  link  in  pubic  health  work,  as  it  covers  the  period  from 
tne  birth  of  the  child  until  it  comes  under  the  surveillance  of  the 
School  Authorities.,

There  are  only  two  observations  I wish  to  make,  the  first  is 
t’nat  we  have  discontinued  our  previous  routine  of  extensixe 
swabbing  of  “contacts,”  as  we  found  it  did  not  materially  help  us. 
Our  present  method  is  to  make  enquiries  of  sore  throats  amongst 
the  “ contacts,”  and  only  swab  if  appearance  of  throat 
suspicious. 

The  second  is  that  out  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  at  the 
hospital  none  were  admitted  during  the  first  day  of  illness,  one  only 
on  the  second,  two  on  the  third,  six  on  the  fourth,  and  two  on  the 
fifth.  Again  I xvould  urge  parents  to  call  in  their  doctor  at  the 
very  beginning  of  the  illness. 

SCARLET  FEVER.
